Unlike last year’s storm, this one did not strike here with its 
full force but even so conditions were dangerous enough to 
make these thrée helping hands highly welcome. 

The functioning of the volunteer Red Cross emergency 
setup reflected smart organization work on the part of those 
in charge. Shelters, canteens, ‘first aid posts, courier and 
other services were established early and efficiently. Man- 

ned by volunteers, they functioned smoothly throughout the 
night as the storm approached and would have been able to 
meet any emergency. The performance. of these workers on 
_ this occasion will be highly reassuring in any future test. 
tt. Mack Britt and his state highway patrolmen were on 
the job continuously, and performed invaluable service by 
“maintaining communications with their radio. With all 
wires out below Naples, it was the highway patrolmen with 
their radio who kept the outside world in touch with Ever- 
flades. By this means the weather observations made at 
Everglades were communicated to the weather bureau head- 
quarters at Miami, enabling the Miami bureau to correct 
faulty advisories issued earlier and to keep track. of the 
storm. The highway patrolmen also provided communica- 
tions with the Everglades area for the press, the Red Cross 
and others who required it. Long after the storm had passed 
they still were handling emergency messages. The people of 
towns isolated by disaster have cause to bless the state high- 
way patrol. 

The power company in-this storm was on the ball from

ed to a small path over which the 
cente rtraveled and outer winds 
were not strong enough in other 
sections to even blow fruit from 
the trees. 

But getting away from the 
tropical storm and turning to the 
political storm, I found Orange 
County a battleground between 
Republican, States Rights and 
Democratic forces, all three camps 
claim they will carry the county. 
Always a Republican stronghold 
it looks like Orange would go for 
Dewey and at the same time give 
its .congressional candidate, Mac- 
cellus J. Moss, a good majority. 
Thurman has strong support. and 
it is a toss-up as to whether he 
or Truman will run second. 

Old Line Party Democrats, led 
by Senator Pepper are screaming 
and tearing their hair in an effort 
to hold the county for Truman, 
but from reaction I encountered 
they don't appear to be making 
much headway.

Pioneer Citizen 
Is Heart Attack 
Victim Last Week 


The entire Glades area mourns 
the loss of Lennie Stuckey, 5°, 
pioneer Pahokee grower, business 
man and civic leader, who died of a 
heart attack on Thursday evening 
of last week around 5:30 p. m, 
Mr. Stuckey was stricken while, 
member of the local- drainage 
board, he was on an inspection trip 
to determine flood conditions in 
the Pelican Bay bottom.
